The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the reasons 
for allowance for claims 50-53 are the limitations of a forearm extension including a 
hollow body having first and second ends and an open bottom arranged therebetween, 
means disposed at the second end of the body for attaching to a device, a coupling 
having a wall disposed at the first end of the body, the coupling having a slot formed in 
the wall thereof, the wall defining an enclosed region having an open bottom end, 
wherein the coupling comprises a first end coupling and the means for attadiing 
comprises a second end coupling, and wherein a lower surface of the body is aligned 
with a lower edge of the second end coupling and above a lower edge of the first 
coupling, now included in independent claim 50 and in combination with the other 
elements recited in the claim; a forearm extension including a hollow body having first 
and second ends and an open bottom arranged therebetween, means disposed at the 
second end of the body for attaching to a device, a coupling having a wall disposed at 
the first end of the body, the coupling having a slot formed in the wall thereof, the wall 
defining an enclosed region having an open bottom end, wherein the coupling 
comprises a first end coupling and the means for attaching comprises a second end 
coupling, and wherein the body is disposed at an angle between the first end coupling 
and the second end coupling when the first end coupling and the second end coupling 
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are disposed such that an axial centerline of each is vertical, now included in 
independent daim 51 and in combination with the other elements recited in the claim; a 
forearm extension including a body having an interior region and first and second ends 
and an open bottom arranged therebetween, a first end coupling formed by at least a 
first wall, the first wall defining an enclosed region having at least one open bottom end, 
the first end coupling having a slot formed in the first wall, a second coupling formed by 
at least a second wall, and wherein a lower surface of the body is aligned with a lower 
edge of the second coupling and above a lower edge of the first end coupling, now 
included in independent claim 52 and in combination with the other elements recited in 
the claim; and a forearm extension including a body having an interior region and first 
and second ends and an open bottom arranged therebetween, a first end coupling 
formed by at least a first wall, the first wall defining an enclosed region having at least 
one open bottom end, the first end coupling having a slot formed in the first wall, a 
second coupling formed by at least a second wall, and wherein the body is disposed at 
an angle between the first end coupling and the second end coupling when the first end 
coupling and the second end coupling are disposed such that an axial centerline of 
each is vertical, now included in independent claim 53 and in combination with the other 
elements recited in the daim. These combinations of elements are not found in the 
prior art of record.
